To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Andover  Rural  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1972, 
prepared  as  directed  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

The  health  of  the  district  was  good,  with  few  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  reported. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  was  20,180, 
an  increase  of  260.  The  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over 
deaths)  was  189. 

In  April,  the  County  Council  took  over  responsibility  for 
family  planning.  The  service  is  now  free  except  for  supplies. 

These  are  also  free  where  there  are  medical  reasons  for  their  use. 

Re-organisation  of  the  Health  Service  progressed  to  the  point 
where  it  is  now  proposed  there  shall  be  six  National  Health  Service 
Districts  with  the  new  Hampshire  Area  Health  Authority. 

In  August,  Mr.  Goacher,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 
obtained  another  post  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Bardwell  in  October. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
the  staff  of  his  and  my  Departments  for  their  help  in  the  compilation 
of  this  Report.

and  71.4  in  1966.  In  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  21.0. 

Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  4 weeks  per  1,000  live  births 
in  1972,  was  15.0.  The  rate  was  26.0  in  1971,  14.0  in  1970,  21.0  in 
1969,  27.2  in  1968  and  15.7  in  1967.  In  England  and  Wales,  the  rate  for 
1972  was  12.0. 

Early  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  per  1,000  live 
births  was  15.0.  In  1971,  it  was  18.0,  in  1970  it  was  14.0,  in  1969 
l6o0,  1968  22.2,  1967  15.7,  and  in  1966  16.9.  In  England  and  Wales  it 
was  10.0. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  is  the  number  of  infant  deaths  under  one  week  plus  still- 
births per  1,000  combined  live  and  still-births.  In  1972,  it  was 

30.0  compared  with  31.0  in  1971,  19.0  in  1970,  26.0  in  1969,  34.1  in 
1968,  20.8  in  1967  and  41.4  in  1966.  In  England  and  Wales  in  1972  it 
was  22.0. 

Maternal  Mortality  Rate 

For  the  year  under  review  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy 
and  childbirth  in  the  District.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  the 
ratio  of  maternal  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  and  child  bearing 
to  the  total  number  of  births  (live  and  still)  expressed  as  a rate 
per  1,000.  In  1972  the  rate  was  zero. 

Where  the  number  are  small,  all  the  above  rates  are  apt  to 
fluctuate.

Diseases  of  the  heart  accounted  for  43  deaths  or  31.85%  of  all 
deaths. 

Ischaemic  Heart  Disease,  with  34  deaths?  caused  25*24  of  all  deaths. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart,  and  circulatory  system 
(including'  cerebro-vascular  lesions)  are  combined,  a figure  of  o3  deaths 
is  arrived  at  - this  is  46.74  of  all  deaths. 

Cancer  caused  29  deaths,  i.e.  21.54  of  the  total.  Of  these  six 
were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  i.e.  20.7%  of  deaths 
due  to  cancer  were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus. 

There  were  five  deaths  due  to  accidents,  two  of  these  involving 
motor  vehicles.

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINA.TION 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons 
under  40  years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin) 
type  vaccine  which  is  easier  to  administer,  especially  to  children.  It 
is  important  to  ensure  that  the  highest  possible  acceptance  rate, 
especially  among  young  children,  is  maintained.

Diphtheria,,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Gough  Vaccination 


The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen,  which 
contains  antigens  of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This 
reduces  the  number  of  injections  necessary,  which  are  usually 
commenced  when  the  infant  is  about  three  months  old.  The  antigens, 
given  combined  in  a single  vaccine,  produce  a greater  protection  to 
each  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately.

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ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 


There  were  still  five  Licensed  Premises  for  Boarding  Animals 
within  the  district  during  the  year.

Work  in  respect  of  forty  dwellings  was  completed. 

The  number  of  grants  approved  during  the  year  has  increased. 

There  has  been  very  little  evidence  of  speculators  obtaining  Grants 
on  properties  intended  for  resale.  A close  watch  is  maintained  to 
prevent  any  trend  in  this  direction  but  it  is  felt  the  re-introduction 
of  a condition  requiring  the  repayment  of  the  Grant  if  the  property  is 
sold  within  three  years  would  successfully  curb  all  speculation.  Most 
of  the  Grants  have  been  made  to  owner  occupiers;  very  few  applications 
were  received  from  privately  rented  property  and  likewise  for  second 
homes.

OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

All  registered  premises  covered  by  the  Act  were  visited  during 
the  year.  Only  a few  minor  contraventions  were  discovered;  this 
compliance  with  the  lot  is  probably  due  to  the  rural  character  of  this 
District  and  the  fact  that  the  Act  has  now  been  in  operation  for  nine 
years.  The  discrepancies  which  occurred  were  all  rectified  by  simple 


verbal  warnings  which  proved  sufficient  to  remedy  the  offences.  In 
1973,  however,  a complete  revision  of  all  the  premises  controlled  by 
the  Act  will  take  place. 

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 


All  petroleum  storage  sites  were  visited  during  the  year  and 
only  minor  infringements  were  found.  Two  new  storage  tanks  were 
licensed  for  3,000  gallons  bringing  the  storage  capacity  up  to  141,320 
gallons.  Planning  Permission  has  been  given  for  a further  two  tanks. 

The  testing  of  49  tanks  which  have  exceeded  the  ’20  year  safe 
life*  will  commence  during  the  1973  licensing  period. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  mild  winters  experienced  over  the  past  few  years  are 
definitely  influencing  the  pattern  of  rodent  infestation.  The  sudden 
influx  of  rats  previously  experienced  in  the  pre-Christmas  period  has 
now  flattened  out  so  that  a more  steady  stream  of  complaints  are 
received  over  the  winter  months.  There  is  no  doubt  that  rats  are 
harbouring  out  in  the  fields  even  in  ’black  spot’  areas  which  have 
the  attraction  of  food  and  harbourage.  More  attention  will  have  to 
be  paid  to  open  ground  and  hedgerow  surveys  than  has  been  the 
Department's  previous  policy. 

Mice  infestations  continue  to  increase  but  excellent  kills  are 
being  obtained  during  the  winter  months  by  the  use  of  Alpha-Chloralose 
bait.

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As  can  be  seen  from  the  chart  the  number  of  infestations  has 
risen  but  a very  promising  result  of  the  survey  policy  is  the 
appreciable  growth  of  notifications  from  occupiers.  This  is  in  no 
small  way  attributable  to  the  conscientiousness  of  the  Rodent  Operator. 

Insect  Pests  and  Verminous  Premises 

No  excessive  increases  by  insect  pests  of  domestic  premises  were 
experienced  during  the  year.  The  usual  crop  of  cluster  flies  in  the 
spring  and  autumn  were  successfully  treated  and  the  number  of  wasp 
nests  were  approximately  half  of  the  previous  year*s  bumper  crop. 

Ants  nests  caused  some  concern  in  kitchens  and  larders  but  the  variety 
of  insecticidal  sprays  and  dusts  available  to  the  Operator  make  treat- 
ment a relatively  safe  and  simple  procedure. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1961 

No  new  applications  have  been  received  for  Registration  under 
this  Act.  The  total  number  of  Dealers  Registered  remains  at  six. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  sheep 
killed  during  the  year.  The  main  causes  for  condemnation  have  still 
been  due  to  Fasciola  Hepatica  (Liver  Fluke)  in  cattle  and  sheep  and 
Ascaris  Lumbricoides  (Milk  Spot)  in  pigs. 

Further  improvements  were  planned  for  the  extension  of  the 
Slaughterhouse  and  for  the  provision  of  a completely  new  drainage 
system;  work  on  which  is  due  to  commence  early  in  1973* 


THE  MEAT  (STERILIZATION)  REGULATIONS,  1969 

The  only  plant  operating  within  the  district  has  now  closed  down; 
the  meat  from  the  Knackers  lard  being  sent  to  a processing  plant  outside 
the  district. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOOD)  ORDER,  1957 

Regular  inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  the  two  premises 
where  swill  is  sterilized  for  Pig  Food.  Investigations  have  been  made 
during  the  year  into  methods  of  reducing  the  odours  from  the  larger  of 
the  two  plants. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  drainage  scheme  for  the  Western  Parishes  and  Goodworth 
Clatford  was  approved  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the 
contract  documents  and  plan  prepared.  Work  on  the  construction  of 
the  sewers  and  pumping  stations  is  expected  to  commence  on  the  1st 
June,  1973.  The  sewage  from  the  villages  being  served  will  drain 
into  the  Andover  Borough  Council's  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  at  Goodworth 
Clatford. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  continued  throughout 
the  year.  Domestic  refuse  from  the  Andover  Borough  Council  has  been 
deposited  on  the  tip  at  West  Down,  Chilbolton. 

The  cesspool  and  septic  tank  emptying  service  operated  throughout 
the  year  and  1,069  pits  were  emptied  as  compared  with  944  during  1971.
